' lives advocate the institution of 
elections run on a constituency 
basis, while the Liberals wish to 
maintain the straight party 
voting. 

CONSERVATIVE LINE 

The Conservative argument 
for a constituency basis rests on 
the hope that it will encourage 
greater individual participation 
and thus stimulate more interest 
among the electorate. In this 
way, the voters would now be 
able to identify the party plat- 
form with the individuals run 



ning under it rather than be con 
fronted with the party platform 
alone. 

The Liberals argue that while 
this may hold true in theory, a 
constituency-basis election is 
unworkable, since the organizers 
would be faced with the problem 
of how to set up these' constitu 
encies, where to set them up, 
ther number which could run up, 
each -particular electoral district 
and whether this number must 
be composed of member students 
of that faculty. 



Edgar Alzner, B. Eng. Mech. 5, 
has been elected Engineering 
representative to the SEC in the 
by-elections held yesterday. 

Murray Greenwood, Chief Elec- 
toral Officer for the SEC. an- 
nounced the selection results to 
the Daily, stating that Alzner had 
gained 118 out of 406 votes cast. 
He received only 20 more votes 
than the runner-up, Gordon Gar- 
rett, B. Eng. El. 5. 

Phil Solffer was only a few 
votes behind with 90. Fourth 
came Russ Williams, 54 votes, 
and Arthur Levine was last with 
46 votes. There were 10 rejects. 
It is estimated that approximately 
one third of those eligible voted. 
When asked to comment. Mur- 
ray Greenwood said only: It 
was a very quiet . election . 

Alzner, whoïe platform stress^ 
ed more open SEC meetings, and 
greater student participation, will 
fill the post left vacant recently 
by Sol Polatshek, B. Eng. Civ. 
4, who resigned, from the SEC, 
because of academic pressures.

urgent problem, it would be likely 
to atrophy.

The rules governing society at 
large should not necessarily be 
transplanted to govern the rela- 
tions between _ McGill students. 
Three major reasons make this ob- 
vious. 1 

REASONS 

The first reason is that penalties 
which can be imposed by the SEC 
are of a minor nature, and cannot 
be compared to the penal powers 
exercised by the state, whose ju- 
dicial system it is proposed to 
adopt. At any rate, "the aggrieved 
student, by virtue of Article VI (6) 
of the Constitution, has his case 
reported to Ihe Senaté". 

In the second place, an expe 
rienced body to draught precisely 
the rules passed by the SEC is not 
available thus makina it impossi- 




ble for the alms embodied In the 
resolutions to be interpreted by 
an outside body. "The SEC itself 
Is best able to clarify its own in- 
tentions". 

And third, to function efficiently, 
a judiciary must be trained and 
independent. "Those persons who 
would be chosen as judges would 
be even more intimately connected 
with student government and stu- 
dent governors than the political 
appointees are to the government 
that appoints them". McGill has no. 
tradition of judicial technique, or 
esprit de corps, and that would be 
extremely difficult to create during 
the yeaç for whiûh the appoint 
ment would probably last.

"The SEC is, in fact, the most 
representative student body in the 
university. It has -been elected to 
be . responsible, to take decisions 
af lectin* vital student Interests. To 



delegate part of this function to an 
appointed body is simply to ab- 
dicate responsibility. and to allow 
persons who have not been elec- 
ted by the students to pronounce 
on their rights and duties". 

The creation of a student court, 
whose jurisdiction is bound. to be 
drown in general lines, will enable 
the court to extend its authority at 
the expense of the SEC, thus pro- 
ducing a division of power. In some 
cases, this will make it difficult 
for the students to estimate respon 
siblllty for their actions. 

The report closes with the re- 
commendation that a student court 
should not be established at McGill 
stating that "if and when a cer 
tain issue arises which makes . it 
appear that the SEC cannot take 
an impartial stand..., the SEC 
can always refer 'the issue to an 
ad h<ic tribunal, with clearly de 
ilned powers."

Boxing Canned 
For One Year

Because of the lack of interest in boxing, the McGill 
Athletics Board has decided to suspend Intercollegiate boxing 
for one year. The following commenfj are my personal 
observations. 

Since boxing has been discontinued at Queen's University, 
it leaves only the University of Toronto and. McGill to compete 
for the Intercollegiate Championships. There has been an 
apparent lack of enthusiasm in boxing for some time and in 
most Intercollegiate championships, McGill has been unable 
to fill the nine (9) required weights. With only two teams 
competing, there would be several weight classes won by 
default, which doesn't seem appropriate for an Intercollegiate 
sport. 

During the summer I made extensive inquiries and could 
not find a High School in Canada where boxing was carried on. 
During Freshmen registration, each student had an opportunity 
of putting down his favourite sport and not one listed boxing. 
With the lack of feeder sources, I am certainly not in favour, 
of trying to produce an Intercollegiate boxing team. For the 
student who enters McGill without any boxing experience, 
I feel that it would be much better and wiser for him to select 
an activity other than boxing. Such a student should participate 
in a sport which has a carry over value following graduation. 

At McGill we take precautions to protect our boxers and 
are pleased that the injury record has been kept to a minimum. 
In fact, we hive no record of any boy receiving a permanent 
injury as a result of boxing at McGill. Up to a few years 
ago, most of our Intercollegiate boxers had previous training 
which gave them experience at the time they competed at 
Intercollegiate level. However, I am not in favour of con- 
tinuing boxing under the present circumstances where inex- 
perienced students risk the chance of being mismatched and 
consequently injured. 

Boxing has been carried on at Intercollegiate level since 
1909 and with it goes a great deal of tradition and an impres- 
sive record. Nevertheless, the time has come when we cannot 
justify boxing and I do not feel that tradition and past record 
are sufficient justification to continue this sport.
